Walter T. Scheele, who informed 
him he “wanted a good man to go 
into the fertilizer business in Ho- 
boken.” 

“Scheele said to me,” the witness 
testified: ‘Are you German?’ I said, 
11 guess so.’ He said. ‘Are you an 
American?’ I said, Tes,“ and he 
asked: Do you like Germany? I 
said, Tes, it's my old fatherland: 


I like it as much as you do.’ He 
said: Tou will do.“ “ 
Dr. Scheele, indicted with Von 


Kleist and the others, fled from Ho- 
boken when the alleged bomb plot 
was disclosed and now is believed to 
be in Mexico.

James C. Kays, former City Treas- 
urer and Sheriff, a man of wide 
business interests and one devoted 
to practical charities, died at noon 
yesterday at the family residence, 
No. 741 South New Hampshire street, 
after a brief illness from pneumonia. 
The funeral services will be held 
in St. Vibiana’s Cathedral at 10 
o'clock. tomorrow morning. Old 
friends of the Kays family will act 
as pall-bearers, and the interment 
will be in Calvary Cemetery. 


ing been born in Santa Barbara in 
1850. His youth was spent in that 
city, and he was educated in the 
Christian Brothers’ College at Santa 
Inez and at Santa Barbara. He came 
to Los Angeles in 1874, and more 


than a third of a century was 
prominent tn business and civic af- 
fairs here. 


In 1883 he married Alice Benedict 
at Boonville, Mo., and besides the 
widow he leaves a son and three 
daughters, J. W. Kays, Mrs. J. D.

Mr. Kays was elected City Treas- 
urer In 1879, and twice re-elected to 
this office, in 1882 and again in 1884.

He was one of the origi- 
nal members of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce, and had 
served as a director and its treas- 
urer, and upon many of its impor- 
tant committees. He assisted in the 
organization of the Associated 
Charities, and for years served as its 
vice-president. He was also a mem- 
ber of the Knights of Columbus, the 
treasurer of the Tidings Publishing 
Company and a charter member of 
the Newman Club. He had con- 
stantly been deeply interested in the 
activities of the Newman Club, and 
was to have read a paper before it 
tomorrow on “The Life of John Al- 
ton. 

In 1898 Mr. Kays was appointed 
as the arbitrator for the city in de-

Henry Martin Field, was at the head 
‘of the Dartmouth Medical College, 
Dartmouth, Mass., many years. 
* hie retirement ‘n 1897 he came 
here and shortly afterwards became 
interested in Mr. Van Horne, then a 
clerk. On his death in 1912, my hus- 
band continued to have Mr. Van 
Horne execute papers, deeds, mort- 
gages and the like. 

“More than two months ago, Mr. 
Van Horne called at our home and 
sat on the porch talking to my hus- 
band and myself. I arose and en- 
tered the house and on my return I 
head the rustle of new paper and 
saw Mr. Van Horne put a fountain 
pen in his pocket. I thought it 
strange that he would wait until I 
had left the porch to execute a busi- 
nese contract and I asked him what 
the paper was. He gave me a tech- 
nical term for the release of a mort- 
gage—a term that I remembered but 
with which I was then unfamiliar. 
The next day I made inquiries. I 
continued to tnquire and eventually 
had an attorney examine the records 
at the Courthouse.

Service Commission Approves 
Terms for Purchase. 


Companies will Accept Offer 
hirty-year Feature Remains 
with Modifications. 


After conferences which lasted un- 
til after 6 o’clock last evening the 
Public. Service Commission met in 
Public session and adopted a form 
of contract. for the proposed pur- 
chase of the distributing systems of 
the power companies that is declared 
to meet with the approval of both 
sides. 

Assurance was given yesterday, 
declared members of the commission, 
that formal approval of the Pacific 
Light and Power Corporation and 
the Southern California Edison Com- 
pany will be given to the instru- 
ment as now agreed upon. 

There are several changes from 
the outline adopted at the meeting 
of the commission Tuesday. Its ac- 
tion at that time was rescinded yes- 
terday before adopting the final form 
of the document. 

Copies of the document will be 
placed in the hands of the power 
companies’ representatives today. 

general programme is said to

There is no change in the pur- 
hase price as heretofore considered

Weinstock, State Market Commis-

Col. Weinstock, who, up to Mon- 
day, had successfully. dodged all in- 
vitations to come and explain his 
failure to carry out the provisions 
ef the act, was on hand to rebut Mr. 
Stimson's charges. He explained 
that the high cost of living was due, 
not as we of the hei polloi had 
d4magined to food trusts and middle- 
men, but to an overabundance of 


money. 

He sought to prove that the mid- 
dleman is a pleasant necessity, and 
that it is the farmer who keeps the 
prices up by selling to the highest 
bidder. He asserted that as far as 
food trusts go, there simply weren't 
any such animals, but pointed to in- 
dividual speculators as the prime 
factors in the high cost of living, 

Col. Weinstock advised keeping 
the producer producing by making 
it profitable for him to do 80, get- 
ting people back to the land, get- 
ting rid of individual speculators, 
and eliminating household waste.
